Fine arts include many areas of interest, ranging 
from music to working with tools. The music department 
includes Band, Concert Choir, Choraliers, Music 
Appreciation, and Jazz Studies. Mrs. Evelyn Jones said 
music appreciation class gave students “listening exposure 
from prehistoric to Indian music,” as well as “an understanding 
of the five elements of music: melody, rythmn, harmony, 
form, and tone color.”
